MORE than 50 council employees 
given essential car user status 
received a total of £61,000 of tax¬ 
payers’ money last year - despite 
not claiming a single business mile 
between them. 

The 56 workers were deemed to have “duties 
of such a nature that it is essential for them to 
have a car at their disposal whenever 
required”. 

Not one of them left the council’s car park for 
business purposes during the 2008/09 finan¬ 
cial year, yet each driver received a lump sum 
of £1,095 - at a combined cost of £61,320. 

A total of 519 Medway Council workers were 
listed as essential car users last year, raking in 
more than £907,000 between them. 

Council moneymen launched a review into 
the mammoth payments earlier this year. 

The findings showed nearly 200 essential 
users claimed less than 1,000 business miles, 
at a rate of 46.4p per mile. 

This cost Medway taxpayers £263,021. 

Had these workers been given casual user 
status the cost to Medway residents would 
have only been £59,226 - a saving of £203,794. 

The Taxpayers’ Alliance slammed the hand¬ 
outs. Campaign director Mark Wallace said: “It 
seems clear that there is a real opportunity for 
Medway Council to make large savings.

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Police caught 
speeding but 
is it a fair cop?

MORE than 20 petrol-head 
police officers have fallen 
foul of the county’s eagle- 
eyed network of speed cam¬ 
eras in the past three years, 
it has emerged. 

Figures released by Kent Police, in 
response to a Freedom of Information 
request from KOS Media, show 24 
officers have received fixed penalty 
notices for exceeding the speed limit 
since 2007. 

Nearly half of these notices were 
issued while the officer was on duty 
On a further four cases it is ‘not known’ 
if the officer was on duty or not. 

The law-breaking officers range in 
rank from PC to Inspector and serve 
at forces across Kent, including 
Medway, Mid Kent and Force HQ. 

Assistant Chief Constable, Andy 
Adams, said the true number of 
speeding officers was likely to be 
higher, as police regulations requir¬ 
ing officers to report the receipt of 
fixed penalty notices only came into 
effect in December 2008. 

He added: “It is important to recog¬ 
nise that where an officer with Kent 
police cannot provide a lawful reason 
for activating a safety camera, he or 
she will be issued with a fixed penal¬ 
ty notice or court summons. 

“Our Kent Standard sets out the 
service and standards the public can 
expect from Kent Police. 

“It gives clear guidance to officers 
on the importance of complying with 
road traffic law for normal duties. 

“Kent Police has vigorous checks 
and balances to ensure officers drive 
lawfully. When they don’t they face 
the same penalties as anyone else. No 
police officer is above the law.” 

A spokesman for Speedcameras.org 
said the figures supported their call 
for speed cameras to be discontinued. 

He said: “It’s of no surprise to learn 
that police officers also exceed the 
speed limit, just like the other two 
million ordinary members of the

public who get fined each year. 

“It proves that even officers are just 
as likely to fall foul of the overzealous 
placement of speed cameras and 
mobile traps that line our streets and 
motorways. 

“If these professional upholders of 
law can wander above the speed 
limit then what hope do the rest of 
us have? 

“Speed limits should not be policed 
in such a cold, robotic fashion. The 
thousands of speed cameras on our 
roads are only able to detect drivers 
who exceed the speed limit. 

“Exceeding the speed limit is a 
main contributing factor for just five 
per cent of accidents. 

“If perfectly good police officers 
break the law, on top of the millions of 
ordinaiy motorists, then perhaps it’s 
time people should be asking if there 
is something wrong with the law or 
the way the law is policed? 

“After 15 years of speed cameras 
with more drivers than ever being 
fined, isn’t it abundantly clear that 
speed cameras do not by any stretch 
of the imagination cause drivers to 
slow down?”

CYBER-bullies have attacked 
teachers at a top Medway grammar 
school on an online social network¬ 
ing site. 

Pupils at Rainham Mark Grammar School 
have used the Facebook website to insult their 
teachers - setting up an offensive What RMGS 
teacher are you?’ quiz. 

The multiple choice quiz has four outcomes, 
each giving an explanation of what characteris¬ 
tics the participant and teacher share. 

Those likened to a maths teacher are said to: 
“have a strange accent which no-one can under¬ 
stand. 

“You are only loved by students for the fact 
that you are an easy target in maths lessons.” 

Another teacher’s description reads: “Do I 
need to say any more? You are good at what you 
do even though some people think that what 
you do should not really be mentioned.” 

A history teacher is also targeted, with his 
one-liner reading: “Some call you the legend of 
the school! You can be very kind and sympa¬ 
thetic but strict at times. People listen to you 
but you can get annoying.” 

A religious education teacher escapes criti¬ 
cism, with her description reading: “You think 
strongly about your religion and like to teach 
all about it. You are a great person and know 
how to keep everything under control.” 

No-one at the school was available for com¬ 


ment, owing to the summer holiday break. 

But John Walder, secretary of the Kent divi¬ 
sion of the NUT, said the quiz was unaccept¬ 
able. He said: “This kind of thing is one step 
along a road no-one wants to go down. Pupils 
are increasingly using message boards and 
chat rooms for this type of activity. 

“As always, it may start off as a joke but it 
usually ends with someone going too far.” 

Quiz questions include ‘In your spare time 
you like to...’ which has answers such as ‘Urn... 
do more sport’ and ‘Continue being posh’. 


A Medway Council spokesman said: “We take 
bullying very seriously, whether it involves chil¬ 
dren or members of staff, and are keen to 
ensure that everyone in the school community 
feels they are able to report incidents when 
they occur. 

“Schools have no control over what informa¬ 
tion is shared by staff and pupils on the inter¬ 
net during their own time, but everyone is 
reminded that comments they share on social 
networking sites could constitute as bullying, 
which is not acceptable.” 



FIDO could soon 
be cleaning up at 
a park near you 

A MOTORISED poop scoop buggy will 
soon be wheeling its way around 
Medway’s parks and green spaces. 

The high-tech hop-on FIDO - Faeces 
Intake Disposal Operation - is equipped 
with special suction equipment so that it 
can quickly and effectively clean away 
dog mess. 

Community safety and enforcement 
boss Rehman Chishti said: “We find that 
most dog owners are considerate of other 
residents in Medway and do clean up 
after their pets. Unfortunately, some do 
not. 

“Ensuring Medway’s parks and other 
green spaces are clean and free of dog 
fouling is something the council takes 
extremely seriously and will take 
enforcement action against people who 
allow their dogs to foul an area. 

“Our officers already do a great deal of 
work ensuring our parks and other 
green spaces are clean and the new 
FIDO machine will help them. 

“If you do believe you have a problem 
with dog fouling in your local park 
please phone 333333 and report it so 
that we can help out.” 

FIDO will operate in parks and other 
green spaces when it arrives in the next 
few months.

Call to make road 
safer after women 
killed at crossing 


services. Their money must not be 
handed out without good reason. 

“It’s simply not good enough that 
hundreds of families have paid 
council tax which has been given 
away entirely unnecessarily.” 

Council bosses met on Thursday, 
July 23, to discuss the review, com¬ 
piled by HR Services head Ralph 
Edwards. 

Mr Edwards wrote: “Essential car 
user status is determined by 
assessing the job description for the 
post against a number of criteria 
and also reviewing previous travel 
claims to assess patterns of travel. 

“Over time a number of concerns 
have arisen; the criteria are not 
objectively measurable; essential 
car user status is currently 
attached to a post title without tak¬ 
ing into account the requirement 
for the postholder to undertake sig¬ 
nificant business mileage. 

“It is clearly unsatisfactory and 
inequitable for employees to 
receive an essential car user 
allowance when they are not enti¬ 
tled to claim any business mileage.” 

The Employment Matters 
Committee members requested 
“more work and analysis to be car¬ 
ried out”. 


A MOTHER and daughter were 
killed after being hit by a car in 
Strood. 

The women - one believed to be in 
her 60s, the other in her 80s - were 
struck as they crossed Station Road, 
Strood, shortly after noon on 
Sunday. 

They were hit by a Seat Ibiza car 
being driven by an 18-year-old man 
from Chatham. 

Police confirmed the older women 
died at the scene. The second woman 
was airlifted to the Royal London 
Hospital where she later died from 
her injuries. 

No arrests have been made. 

Floral tributes have been left on a 
traffic island in Station Road. 

Strood North councillor Stephen 
Hubbard called for an urgent road 
safety review to be carried out. 

He said: “Over the years there 
have been a fair number of accidents 
at the bend on Station Road, Strood, 
by the junction of Evelyn Close. 


“When Evelyn Close was built in 
the mid 1990s a pedestrian refuge 
was installed in Station Road - this 
did allow for a greater level of safety 
when crossing the road. 

“However we should remind our¬ 
selves that until Evelyn Close was 
built there was no pedestrian 
demand to cross Station Road at this 
point.” 

“The council, as the highways 
authority, needs to urgently review 
road safety in Station Road. 

“In my view traffic migration 
measures need to be considered - 
speed bumps, chicanes, road mark¬ 
ings, a 20mph speed limit or flashing 
speed signs.” 

A police spokesman said: “Officers 
from the serious collision investiga¬ 
tion unit are appealing for any wit¬ 
nesses to the collision itself, or any¬ 
one who may have seen the Seat in 
the area prior to the collision, to con¬ 
tact them on 01622 798535 with any 
information.”

Force takes rap on knuckles 
in Kingsnorth policing report

KENT Police’s blanket use of stop 
and search powers during the 
Kingsnorth climate camp protest 
has been called “disproportionate 
and counter-productive”. 

The criticism was made in South Yorkshire 
police’s in-depth report into the force’s handling 
of the week-long demonstration at the Hoo enin- 
sula plant in August last year. 

The report states: “The widescale deployment 
of stop and search tactics ... was disproportion¬ 
ate and counter-productive” and illustrated “the 
risk that stems from an absence of a tactical 
plan and demonstrable lack of strategic clarity”. 

South Yorkshire’s review was published along 
with another inquiiy by the National Policing 
Improvement Agency (NPIA). 

Both reports criticise the use of stop and 
search, the “command confusion” and question 
officers’ knowledge of public order legislation. 

Campaigners from the Climate Camp for 
Action, which organised the demonstration, said

the report was a “whitewash” and failed to 
address the real problems, which they see as the 
heavy-handed policing. 

Sarah Home, of the climate camp’s legal team, 
said: “The report does contain some mild criti¬ 
cism of Kent Police and suggests they could 
have done better at assessing the situation 
before launching such a massive operation. 

“This is an enormous understatement. The 
camp represented no threat to the public. 
Despite this, Kent Police ran a huge, over-the- 
top operation involving thousands of stops and 
searches, confiscations, violence and harass¬ 
ment against a legal protest.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Adams said: 


“We have accepted the recommendations. We 
are as keen as anyone to leam lessons from 
what we do, take them forward and make sure 
they are implemented. Some we are already 
doing. On the July 4 protest at Kingsnorth we 
made extensive use of the conflict management 
model and policed that proportionately to the 
threat and the risk. We did not use stop and 
search powers.” 

After the climate camp, Kent Police faced crit¬ 
icism of their handling of the protest, including 
allegations of aggression, intimidation and the 
use of sleep-deprivation tactics such as playing 
loud music through the night. 

The force also issued an apology after a 
national newspaper investigation found officers 
had put journalists under surveillance. 

They also admitted it had been a mistake to 
blast out a message from a low-flying helicopter 
at a group, including families, saying if they did 
not disperse horses, dogs and long-handled 
batons would be “used against them”. 

Mr Adams said: ‘We have to make it clear that 
with Kingsnorth the majority were perfectly 
law abiding members of the community who 
wanted to lawfully protest.”

Haulage firm 
firebombed in 
second attack 


A LONE arsonist who firebombed 
a haulage company twice in a 
week is being hunted by police. 

More than £36,000 of damage was caused 
when the pyromaniac broke into Ardula’s 
premises in Laddingford and Chatham and 
hurled petrol bombs inside two vehicles. 

Company owner Martin Dace - who is 
offering a £5,000 reward to catch the culprit 
- said he accepted someone had a vendetta 
against the firm, although he had no idea 
who it could be or why they would target 
him. 

He has ruled out the involvement of envi¬ 
ronmental activists, instead reluctantly 
believing it could be a rival business. 

Mr Dace, who set up the company in 1993, 
said: “At first we thought it might be some¬ 
one with a grudge, but also thought it might 
just be some lunatic arsonist and we might 
just have been unlucky. But after the second 
attack we have to admit that it looks as if 
someone has a vendetta. 

“We didn’t think we had any enemies, 
either in business or the local community.” 

The first attack happened in the company’s 
lorry park in Gravelly Ways, Laddingford, on 
July 2, followed by another attack in the com¬ 
pany’s other yard in Street End Road, 
Chatham, exactly a week later.

The first bomb was thrown inside the cab 
of one of Ardula’s HGVs between 11pm and 
12.20am, completely destroying it and dam¬ 
aging four other lorries.

Yalding Parish Council has campaigned for 
more than a decade to get a weight limit 
imposed in the village to no avail, but Mr 
Dace said he had ruled out an environmen¬ 
talist being responsible. 

He added: “I can’t believe an environmen¬ 
tal extremist would do this. I’m actually in 
support of a ban on lorries through Yalding 
village centre and if it’s put in place that’s 
fine with me. 

“The reason I decided to put up the reward 
is that the attack in Chatham was right by a 
busy road and if anyone had been walking 
nearby they could have been hurt and there 
are also houses on the other side of the road. 

“This person needs to be caught.”

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Thugs jailed for attack 

FOUR yobs have been jailed for a cowardly 
Christmas Day assault which left a teenage 
boy with severe head injuries. 

Brothers Joe and Ben Potter, 21 and 18, 
Gary Davis, 21, and Jonathan Moley, 21, 
attacked 19-year-old Craig Appleton as he 
walked along Duncan Road, Gillingham. 

He is still receiving treatment for long¬ 
term injuries. 

The Potters and Davis pleaded guilty to 
grievous bodily harm with intent while 
Moley admitted violent disorder. 

Joe Potter, of Leeds Square, Twydall, was 
sentenced to six years’ imprisonment. Ben 
Potter, of the same address, received a sen¬ 
tence of four years and eight months to be 
served in a young offender’s institute. 

Davis, of Allington Road, Gillingham, also 
received six years in jail while Moley, of 
Beechings Way, Gillingham, was given 12 
months.

Partnership installs 
safety fence in bid 
to keep thugs out 

TROUBLESOME teens have been targeted by 
police, working alongside Medway Council and 
English Heritage Trust officials. 

The multi-agency 
partnership came 
together after resi¬ 
dents complained 
that yobs were climb¬ 
ing into wooded area 
in St Margaret’s 
Street, Rochester, 
and throwing stones 
at cars and houses 
below. 

Metal fencing has 
subsequently been 
installed in the road, 
near Queen Mother 
Court. 

PCSO Dan Garfield 
said: “We received 
reports that young 
people were regularly 
climbing through the 
wooded areas and 
throwing stones onto 
the cars and houses 
below, causing signifi¬ 
cant damage. 

“This was obviously 
a major concern for local residents who were 
regularly experiencing this anti-social behav¬ 
iour and there was also the very real concern 
that one of these people would fall and serious¬ 
ly injure themselves.” 

PCSO Garfield worked with Medway 
Council and The English Heritage Trust to 
install the fencing as a safety precaution.

Award Winning Company 
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Regulator tells 
water firms 
to drop prices 


WATER companies in Kent could be 
forced to slash bills by as much as 
ten per cent over the next five years. 

The industry regulator Ofwat published its 
draft responses to firms’ business plans last 
week, with all five providing water and sewer¬ 
age services in Kent told to either cut or freeze 
the amount they expect customers to pay. 

Homeowners served by South East Water 
could see their bills go down by an average of 
six per cent by 2015 - or from £170 to £160 - 
compared with the £48 increase proposed by 
the company. 

The draft response also calls for Southern 
Water bills to go down by an average of two

per cent to £373 (£426 proposed), while cus¬ 
tomers served by Veolia Water Southeast - for¬ 
merly Folkestone and Dover Water - could see 
reductions of ten per cent, down to £177 (£226 
proposed). 

All calculations are before inflation. 

Draft 

Karen Gibbs, the Consumer Council for Water’s 
policy manager for London and the South 
East, welcomed Ofwat’s recommendations. 

She said: “It looks like good news for cus¬ 
tomers. Ofwat appears to be saying the compa-

nies can deliver good services without having 
to increase bills as much as proposed in their 
business plans. 

“Now the companies and the CCW will have 
to look at where Ofwat has challenged invest¬ 
ment proposals to see how that will impact on 
services and whether it will alter the amount 
spent on what customers see as priority areas. 

“This is the first time the CCW has been 
involved in price setting and we were aware 
huge price increases would not be welcome in 
the current economic climate.” 

Four of Kent’s five water companies released 
statements on Thursday saying they had noted 
Ofwat’s draft response and would consider its 
views ahead of a final decision in November. 


But Thames Water reacted angrily to the 
report. The company wanted to increase its 
average bills by 17 per cent to £356 by 2015 but 
has instead been asked to keep them stable. 

Chief executive David Owens said: “Initial 
indications suggest the draft may not allow us 
to deliver what customers want. 

“For example, this means we won’t be able to 
reduce leakage at all over the next five years.” 

Ofwat chief executive Regina Finn said: “We 
understand times are hard and have listened 
to customers. They want a safe, reliable water 
supply at reasonable cost. 

“Our decisions allow efficient, well-run com¬ 
panies to invest in the right place at the right 
time for the right price.” 



Michelle's friends are going the extra mile 


TWO friends have pledged to run 10k to 
help a friend battling cancer for the third 
time. 

Adam Dudley and Nigel Scott will 
tackle the Leeds Castle 10k run in 
September in support of Michelle 
Borrett, who was diagnosed with skin 
cancer 18 years ago. 

Michelle, 38, who lives near the pair in 
Walderslade, had a cancerous mole 
removed when she was 20. 

After being told the cancer hadn’t 
spread, she went on to marry Gary and 


have a daughter, Grace, now eight, but in 
spring 2005 Michelle found a lump in her 
groin and investigations revealed the 
cancer had returned. 

Despite surgery to remove 22 lymph 
nodes, Michelle has now been told the 
cancer has spread to her brain and the 
future looks uncertain. 

The two friends - who admit they are 
not natural-bom runners - will run the 
Cancer Research UK event on Sunday, 
September 27, in the picturesque 
grounds of the castle, near Maidstone. 


Adam, 43, an IT support analyst, said: 
“I admit I’m not the most active person. 
Training for the 10k is the first real exer¬ 
cise I’ve undertaken in more than ten 
years, which goes some way to showing 
how important this is to me.” 

Cancer Research UK’s Run 10k is one 
of a series of 43 fundraising events in the 
UK this autumn. It is hoped 2,000 partic¬ 
ipants will enter the Maidstone event to 
hit the fundraising target of £138,654.

Pupils focus on 
diversify with 
film premiere 


BUDDING directors at an after¬ 
school club rolled out the red 
carpet for the premiere of their 
first film. 

The Luton Junior School youngsters spent 
the past five months working with Medway 
historian and filmmaker Gary Wimble to 
make a video celebrating the Chatham 
community and different cultures that live in 
the area. 

The far-reaching film was funded by £3,000 
of Medway Council Extended Schools 
Team cash and co-ordinated by the council’s 
youth inclusion support panel worker 
Michael Camp, key worker Izabella 
Symkowska, and the school’s deputy head 
teacher Carole Juniper. 

Michael said: “The children have supported 
the after-school club and have put in such a 
lot of hard work to get this film off the 
ground. 

“The idea first originated a year ago and a 
committee of eight pupils researched what

their peers wanted to do with the money and 
the clubs were bom. 

“The Youth Inclusion Support Panel (YISP) 
is designed to support young people who are 
at risk of being involved in crime or anti¬ 
social behaviour and as part of that goal, pro¬ 
vide positive activities to divert youngsters 
from hanging around on street corners. 
Luton was targeted as a school that has a 
large cultural mix. 

“The school has been brilliant and support¬ 
ed everything we have done and enabled the 
pupils to have some well thought of clubs to 
pass away some of their spare time. 

Carole Juniper added: “It has provided an 
opportunity for all of our children to access 
after-school activities and for us as a school 
to work with outside agencies to promote a 
community atmosphere.” 

The club has grown in size since it was set 
up in February and more than 70 children 
now attend each week.

I read the blog on tutoring by 
Gary Wright with interest and I 
feel I should address a couple of 
points.

I write in regards to your article con¬ 
cerning the arrest of amateur photog¬ 
rapher Alex Turner. With regard to 
this specific incident there was a need 
to establish the identity of the man in 
question, whose behaviour had 
caused concern and who, when asked, 
had refused to provide his details. 

Once officers had established that 
no offences had been committed Mr 
Turner was allowed on his way. 
However following a complaint 
made by Mr Turner, the circum¬ 
stances of this incident were volun¬ 
tarily referred to the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission, who 
agreed that Kent Police’s 
Professional Standards department 
should investigate. 

We are in contact with Mr Turner 
and will keep him updated as to the 
findings of the investigation. 
However I wish to make absolutely 
clear that my officers were placed in 
a situation where I truly believe the 
vast majority of the public would 
expect them to find out what the cir¬ 
cumstances were, not least when Mr 
Turner’s behaviour had generated 
suspicion with local council employ¬ 
ees and he had refused to reveal his 
identity.

Stay safe in the sun 


As soon as the warm weather arrives 
we all want to go out and enjoy it - 
and why shouldn't we? We all spend far 
too much time in air conditioned offices 
gazing wistfully out of the window. 

But whether we are enjoying some sun in 
the Med or in our back garden we still 
need to protect ourselves. 

Skin cancer is one of the most common 
cancers in the UK. Right now, around 
1,700 people are being treated for 
malignant melanoma and other skin 
cancers in the eastern and coastal 
Kent region. 


6. Cover skin with clothing giving 
good protection - examples are 
longsleeved shirts and loose 
clothing with a close weave. 

7. Seek shade, but remember sunburn 
can occur even when in partial 
shade or when cloudy. 

8 . Wear wrap-around sunglasses. 

9. Remember certain prescribed drugs, 
medicines, foods, cosmetics and plant 
materials can also make people more 
sensitive to sunlight. 

Coping with sunburn 


IT'S not just the sun that can be our foe 
as well as our friend. Continued 
humidity, especially during a heatwave, 
can be dangerous too. 

The heat can affect anyone, but some 
people run a greater risk of serious 
harm, especially the very young, older 
people and those with serious illnesses. 

It can make heart and respiratory 
problems worse and in extreme cases can 
lead to heat stroke, which can be fatal. 

To stay safe: 


15. Drink cold drinks like water or fruit 
juice regularly and avoid tea, coffee 
and alcohol. 

16. Stay tuned to the weather forecast 
and plan ahead with supplies - 
think of elderly neighbours who 
may need help with supplies. 

17. Identify the coolest room in the 
house to cool down or sleep in. 

18. People with respiratory problems 
should stay inside during the hottest 
part of the day. 



Most skin cancers are caused by 
damage from sunburn and could easily 
be prevented. 

1. Apply sunblocks or sunscreens with 
high sun protection factors (at least 
factor 15). 


Sunburn is when your skin overheats 
and becomes red and painful and may 
later peel or blister. 

If you get sunburn: 

• Cool the skin down by dabbing it 
with a cool, wet towel or tissue. 


2. Take extra care with children - use 
factor 30 plus. For babies use factor 
50 plus. 


_ 3. Apply generously and reapply 

frequently, especially after activities 
such as swimming or towelling. 



Wear a wide-brimmed hat to 
reduce exposure to the face, eyes, 
head and neck. 

Limit the amount of time you spend 
in the sun, particularly between 
11am and 3pm. 


• If really bad, take a quick cold shower. 

• Don't go back into the sun until 
you've healed. 

• Drink plenty of fluids to replace the 
water lost through sweating and to 
cool down. 

• Apply calamine or after-sun lotion. 

• For adults, painkillers such as 
paracetamol or ibuprofen can help 
relieve pain and reduce swelling.

Enjoy your barbeque 
in safety 


WHAT better way to enjoy a balmy 
evening than some healthy barbecue 
food with friends? 

Just don't become one of the 965 cases of 
people in east Kent turned up at accident 
and emergency with food poisoning last 
year - that doesn't include those who 
suffered nasty fire-related injuries either! 

When you're cooking on a barbecue, 
make sure you: 

19 . Place your barbecue on a level 
surface, away from plants and 
trees. 

20 . Cover the bottom of your barbecue 
with coal to a depth of no more 
than 5cm (2in). 

21 . Use only recognised firelighters 
or starter fuel, and then only on 
cold coals. 

22 . Wait until coals are glowing red 
with a powdery grey surface before 
you start cooking. 

Wash your hands every time you 
touch raw meat and keep it 
separate from other foods. 

Properly thaw frozen meat before 
you cook it. 

Turn meat regularly and move 
it around the barbecue to cook 
it evenly. 

Remember that meat is safe to eat 
only when it is piping hot in the 
centre, there is no pink meat visible 
and the juices are clear. 

Keep prepared food in the fridge 
wherever possible and don't leave 
it out in the sun.

Avoid bringing back the

A sexually transmitted infection (STI) or 
unintended pregnancy can be the worst 
kind of souvenir to bring home. Last 
year, more than 2,500 sexually 
transmitted infections were diagnosed in 
east Kent genitourinary medicine clinics. 

28 . Always buy a pack of condoms in 
addition to your normal 
contraception.

Have fun outdoors

For most people, stings and bites from 
insects are painful but harmless. However, 
if you also experience symptoms 
anywhere else you may be having an 
allergic reaction and should seek 
emergency medical treatment. 

33 . Remove the sting as soon as possible 
with your fingers or tweezers. 

34 . Bee stings have a poisonous sac so 
take care not to puncture it as you 
remove the sting. 

35 . Wash the area with soap and water. 

36 . Put a cold flannel on the area. 

37 . Raise the part of the body that 

has been stung or bitten to prevent 
swelling. 

38 . Use a spray, or cream, containing 
local anaesthetic or antihistamine on 
the affected area to help prevent 
itching and swelling. 

39 . Take painkillers, such as 
paracetamol (if the sting or bite is 
very painful). 

40 . Don't scratch the area, as it may 
become infected. 

41 . Consult your GP if redness and 
itching does not clear up after 
48 hours.

HEADSHRINKERS OF 
THE AMAZON Five 
SUPERSIZERS, ANCIENT 
ROME 

BBC Two, 12.20am, Friday 

FIVE upped the stakes with Channel 
4 in the ever-more-provocative and 
outrageous programme titles race 
with its Thursday night offering - 
Headshrinkers of the Amazon. 

Reporter Piers Gibbon found 
himself in a remote Ecuadorian 
village in search of shamen, with the 
possibility that his own brain would 
come back reduced, rather than 
enlightened, by the experience. 

Fortunately, and perhaps 
unsurprisingly, he escaped unscathed 
and the Shuar villagers seemed more 
than welcoming, no doubt not used 
to having too many Western visitors 
these days. 

The most disturbing part of it all 
was archive footage by a Polish 
explorer, Edmundo Bielawski, of an 
apparent head-shrinking ritual in 
motion, which was the cause for 
Gibbon’s foray into the rainforest. 

Perhaps this is how people who 
tune into rolling news coverage feel? 
The 1960s flickering images from the 
old film added to the eeriness of it all. 

The programme later unravels the 
continuing black market trade in 
‘tsantsas’ or officially shrinked head 
collectibles, all rather gruesome but 
nevertheless watchable. 

The most poignant moment came 
when Gibbon met the widow of a 
man who disappeared after criticising 
the shamen’s ritual, never to be seen 
again. 

Definitely thought-provoking, but 
not while eating your boiled potatoes 
and green beans. 

That particular fare is not 
something the Supersizers, aka Giles

Coren and Sue Perkins, will be likely 
to eat this week as they prepare to 
feast on the delights of ancient Rome 
for the last in the series.

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Regain your balance in Rockies

MY LUNGS were on fire as I 
forced one foot in front of the other. 
If exhaustion didn’t get me, I won¬ 
dered if a bear would. 

Not that I’d seen one on my hour-long hike 
through the Canadian wilderness, but with 
plenty of warnings about such beasts in the 
area, I couldn’t be too careful. 

I’d hiked through the Rockies two years ear¬ 
lier and barely broken a sweat, so I wondered 
if the time between visits had left me out of 
shape. 

“One more step and I’ll reach the summit,” I 
thought, but the track kept getting steeper, 
winding off into the distance. The roar of a cas¬ 
cading stream to my left was a driving sound¬ 
track as I forced myself on. 

With lungs gasping for breath, I reached my 
destination: the source of the waterfall - a 
sheer stone wall, water bubbling through the 
gap at its base. 

At first sight, the hike had seemed simple 
until I realised later we were 7,200 feet above 
sea level. As Ben Nevis is an estimated 4,000 
feet, it’s little wonder I found it a struggle. 

Based at peaceful Mount Engadine Lodge, 
half an hour’s drive from one of Canada’s most 
beautiful towns, Canmore, I was relieved to 
see our hosts had bear spray ready to ward off 
unwanted gatecrashers. 

It’s off the beaten track, and the lack of TVs 
and phone reception leaves some guests feel¬ 
ing a little cut-off, but if you want a break from 
civilisation, this is the perfect retreat. 

After two idyllic days of picture-postcard 
views, I headed for Rafter Six Ranch Resort, 
between Calgary and Banff, for a horse ride to 
remember. 


This three-and-a-half-hour trek was not for 
the faint of heart, and with an often-difficult 
course over tricky terrain, it made for a mem¬ 
orable, albeit taxing experience. Experienced 
riders will love it. 

The following day was the summer solstice, 
a time for trying new things, as our yoga guide 
told us. 

Icefield Tours, about two hours’ drive from 
the heart of Banff, offers an unforgettable hel¬ 
icopter ride over some of the world’s most 
breathtaking scenery. While some marry 
there, or go hiking, I was keen to try heli-yoga. 

Our guide Martha was a tribute to the power 
of yoga. She turned 50 that week, but could 
have passed for mid-30s. 

The breathtaking helicopter journey over 
winding aquamarine lakes and a sea of trees 
framed by the monumental Rockies was soon 


balanced by utter calm. We touched down in a 
deserted field that would have looked at home 
in Little House On The Prairie. 

It was an unlikely setting in which to be 
practising back arches, standing on one leg or 
‘saluting the sun’. 

While having lunch by a babbling stream, I 
realised this was one of those rare trips which, 
unlike some of my yoga moves, was perfectly 
balanced. 

Thanks to Martha’s instructions, I alleviated 
my back pain and strengthened under-used 
muscles. It was one of the high points of this 
trip - or indeed any trip. 

After three visits to Alberta, my ongoing love 
affair with this jewel in the Canadian crown 
shows no sign of abating. I may not have 
dropped a decade like my yoga guru did, but 
days there nudged my clock back a few weeks.

Call for regulation of 
buy-to-let investors 

IN a recent poll of 550 mortgage brokers, 
more than half of respondents said they 
would like to see buy-to-let regulated by 
the Financial Services Authority 

A total of 54 per cent expressed that 
view in the light of the current property 
prices situation 

Research from mortgage specialist, 
Exact, also revealed that 63 per cent of 
brokers estimated that more than 75 per 
cent of their buy-to-let clients were ama¬ 
teur investors. 

For two out of five respondents, the 
percentage soared to more than 90 per 
cent of amateur landlords. 

Exact’s managing director, Alan 
Cleary, is of the opinion that the ready 
mortgage finance and credit that existed 
until 2007 made it too easy for amateurs 
“without a commercial head on their 
shoulders” to enter the market. 

He said: “It was a mistake to assume 
that because buy-to-let was viewed as a 
commercial endeavour, it could be left 
unregulated. 

“The number of amateur landlords in 
the private rented sector with sizeable 
portfolios now well under water is proof 
of the fact.” 

Don't miss out on cash 
help for first-timers 

FIRST-time buyers are being urged not 
to miss out on a share of £3.4 million 
which can help them on to the property 
ladder. 

The money includes £1.7 million of 
Government funding for an initiative 
aimed at reducing the cost of homebuy¬ 
ing and must be allocated before the end 
of this year. 

“The scheme is called HomeBuy Direct 
and it dramatically reduces the initial 
purchase cost of a house and improves 
your chance of owning your own home,” 
said Tim Nabbs, sales director for Ward 
Homes. 

“We have around £1.7 million of 
Government funding, together with our 
own contribution of £1.7 million, which 
totals £3.4 million that has to be spent 
on HomeBuy Direct this year. 

“I would advise people to come and 
talk to us to find out if they are eligible 
and we can answer any queries and help 
with the paperwork.” 

The scheme is open to a range of peo¬ 
ple who don’t own their own home. 

Households eligible will be earning 
more than £15,000 and less than 
£60,000.

HOME-SELLERS raised their 
asking prices this month to meet 
increased demand from buyers, 
according to the operator of the 
UK’s biggest residential property 
website. 

The average cost of a home rose 0.6 per cent 
to £227,864 after falling 0.4 per cent in June, 
Rightmove said in a statement. 

The housing market is showing signs of 
recovery from the worst economic contraction 
in a generation after officials rescued banks 
and started printing money. 

“With growing confidence that we’ve passed 
the bottom, buyers are more active, although 
they may discover that many of the best buys 
have gone,” Miles Shipside, commercial direc¬ 
tor of Rightmove, said in the statement. 

Seven of ten regions tracked by Rightmove 
rose this month. 

The average number of properties available 
for sale at each estate agent fell to 70 per cent 
from 71 in June. 

At the same time the number of people look¬ 
ing at property listings on the site is “much 
higher than we would expect” for this time of 
year, Rightmove said. 

UK mortgage approvals rose to 43,414 in 
May, up from 27,000 in November, the least 
since Bank of England data began a decade 
ago. 

The reading is still about a third less than at 
the start of 2008. 

The Bank of England has cut the bench¬ 
mark interest rate to a record low of 0.5 per 
cent and is buying £125 billion of bonds with 
newly-created money to ease lending strains. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has spent bil¬ 
lions of pounds rescuing banks. 


LOWER house prices should be good news for 
first-time buyers, but research shows that to 
secure a mortgage, they need an average 
deposit of £32,000. 

Since the onset of the credit crunch almost 
two years ago, lenders have significantly tight¬ 
ened their lending criteria and the number of 
deals has been dwindling. 

The best deals are saved for those with a 
hefty deposit - at least 25 per cent of buyers. 

Research from moneysupermarket.com, the 
price comparison website, shows that some 13 
per cent of 18 to 34 year olds are now thinking 
about buying their first home. 


‘With only seven volume lenders remaining 
in the lending game, including three 
Government-backed institutions that are pri¬ 
oritising their balance sheets over new lend¬ 
ing, we are set to bump along the bottom for 
some time yet,” Mr Shipside said. 

The economy will grow 0.5 per cent next 
year, up from a previous forecast for a 0.1 per 


However, just 25 per cent of potential buyers 
have saved a deposit, which leaves three- 
quarters wondering where the money will 
come from. Many are relying on the ‘bank of 
mum and dad’. 

The figures show 16 per cent are thinking 
about taking out a loan to cover the cost of the 
deposit, but Louise Cuming, head of mort¬ 
gages at moneysupermarket.com, warns that 
this is risky. 

Ms Cuming said: “Taking out a loan to pay 
for a mortgage deposit is a dangerous move 
and must be avoided, even if it means you 
have to delay buying your first home.”

The latest figures from the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders show that mortgage lend¬ 
ing improved in May. 

However, the number of home loans was still 
28 per cent lower than it was this time last 
year.

Despite a Seat grille and some styling 
tweaks, it can’t help looking like a ‘dodgy Audi’ 
or suffering from the A4’s relatively cramped 
rear seating. But this is quibbling when com¬ 
pared with the benefits: pricing, peerless build 
quality, safety, reliability, a high quality cabin 
- ported over from the even more premium A4 
Cabriolet rather than the saloon/estate - a 
decent boot and a terrific drive. 

The last deserves most praise; Seat engi¬ 
neers chose to change the sporty chassis set¬ 
up of the Audi, which could be irritatingly firm 
in everyday use. There is still a Sport option, 
but our test car had Seat’s standard set-up, 
which delivers a refined ride and responsive 
handling even on challenging roads. 

Our mid-range SE spec car, with its entry 
level 2.0-litre 143PS/141bhp turbodiesel 
(£18,340) and six-speed gearbox also 
impressed with its liveliness, excellent cabin 
refinement and motorway composure - it 
should also average more than 50mpg. 

Equipment levels are lavish, with our SE 
including cruise control, iPod/MP3 port, 
Bluetooth phone connectivity and voice con¬ 
trol, rain sensing wipers, dual-zone climate 
control and smart alloys.

Ride and comfort also tends towards hard and 'sport¬ 
ing', but the A6 offers excellent powertrains, particularly diesels. 


BMW and its charismatic badge enjoy the most aspirational image 
with buyers and much credit goes to the 5-Series - a big car yet 
famed for its handling. The previous incarnation (pictured) laid the 
foundations for that and many people still prefer its reserved styling 
to the looks of its successor. The 5-Series also boasts some excellent 
engines, though chronically underpowered four-cylinder petrol 
ex-company car variants are best avoided - whatever the price.
